COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )-T h e 
proposed canal from Lake Erie 
to the Ohio River has received 
strong endorse rn e n t from a 
Youngstown expert who says the 
state needs the canal for future 
economic growth.

Peron Sent 
Back to Exile 


SEVILLA, Spain (A P) — Juan 
D. Peron resum ed his exile in 
Spain today after a brief and 
unsuccessful attem pt to re-es­ 
tablish himself in South Ameri­ 
ca for return to Argentina, the 
nation that cast off his dictator­ 
ship in 1955. 
Brazil blocked Peron’s plan 
and shipped him back on the 
same 
iberia DC8 jet airliner 
that carried him from Madrid to 
Rio de Janeiro Wednesday. 
The reaction of the Spanish 
government was uncertain. P er­ 
on’s 
baek-to-Argentina 
cam ­ 
paign could he interpreted as a 
violation of one of the term s of 
his asylum, a pledge to avoid 
political activity. But officials in 
Madrid said they understood he 
would 
be 
allowed 
to 
rem ain 
tem porarily, 
“ until 
a definite 
decision is reached.” 
W hatever the outcome, Span­ 
ish authorities seemed to be 
shielding Peron from public at­ 
tention. 
The airliner that carried P er­ 
on back 
across the Atlantic, 
scheduled for Madrid, was di­ 
verted en route to Sevilla, 250 
miles southwest of the capital.

said 
the 
Spanish governm ent ordered the 
diversion to keep Peron away 
from more than IOO newsmen — 
Spanish and foreign — waiting 
for him at the Madrid Airport. 
Peron, 69, got off in Sevilla 
and drove in a black limousine 
to a hotel, the Andalucia. The 
city’s police chief was reported 
to 
have 
accompanied 
him. 
Police 
barred newsmen from 
the hotel. 
There was speculation that, 
after a few days in Sevilla, Per­ 
on would drive to the residence 
he has maintained in Madrid. It 
was to Sevilla that Peron came 
when he flew to Spain from ex­ 
ile in Panama in January IMO. 


BERN, Switzerland (A P) — 
The poor state of Fidel Castro’s 
relations with a num ber of na­ 
tions is causing headaches in an 
unexpected quarter — the Swiss 
diplomatic service. 
Neutral Switzerland now rep­ 
resents the interests in Cuba of 
eight countries that have broken 
relations with the Castro re­ 
gime. The United States was the 
first, in 1961. Argentina, Guate­ 
mala, Honduras, Chile, Brazil, 
Ecuador 
and 
Venezuela 
fol­ 
lowed. 
In 1960, Switzerland had an 
am bassador and a first secre­ 
tary 
as its entire diplomatic 
staff in Havana. Now there are 
3 diplomats and 
a 
team 
of 
clerks, typists and office work­ 
ers. 
By far the m ost work in Ha­ 
vana is done on behalf of the 
United States, which had large 
interests in Cuba before Castro 
took over. 
“ We have issued over 2,000 
Swiss 
protection 
passports to 
American 
citizens 
still 
in 
Cuba,” a senior Swiss offical 
said. “ But there are still a num­ 
ber who have not registered 
with our em bassy in Havana.” 
The Cuban government recog­ 
nizes the Swiss protection pass­ 
port although it does not give 
the holder the rights of a nor­ 
mal passport. 
An Am erican law decrees that 
U.S. visas and passports must 
be signed by an official of an 
American consulate or em bas­ 
sy. As none of these are now in 
Cuba, 
any 
American 
whose 
passport has expired has to go 
through a complicated proce­ 
dure to go to the United States. 
With 
his 
Swiss 
protection 
passport, he goes to the Mexi­ 
can Em bassy. There he applies 
for a Mexican transit visa. With 


it he can fly to Mexico City 
where the American Em bassy 
gives him an American visa. 
The procedure is also difficult 
for Am ericans wishing to get 
information cm friends or rela­ 
tives in Cuba. 
They must write to the State 
D epartm ent which forwards the 
request to the Swiss government 
in Bern which in turn sends it 
on to the Havana Embassy. 
The Swiss also intercede for 
any Americans who accidental­ 
ly land on Cuban territory. 
Switzerland receives no set 
fee for the extra work but the 
other countries pay expenses.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
Buckeye State Sheriff’s Associa­ 
tion wants the next General As­ 
sembly to simplify the process 
feeding prisoners in county jails. 
The association, in its annual 
meeting here this week, s a i d 
sheriff’s will make recommends- 
- 
bons to the next legislature. 
They want to abolish the present 
requirement that sheriffs enter 
into contracts for food services 
and cooking. 
Members explained there are 
conflicting statutes and practices 
now in use. 
Sheriffs would prefer that they 
send their bills directly to coun­ 
ty commissioners for food sup­ 
plies and chef services. They 
also would like to see the 50- 
cents per meal maximum re­ 
moved. The association point­ 
ed out that while large counties 
can feed prisoners for as little 
as 29 cents per meal, 50 cents 
is not enough in smaller coun- 
bes with only two or three pris­ 
oners to feed at one time. 
An association spokesman said 
it was hoped such legislation 
would ultimately lead to an end 
to the practice of hiring rela­ 
tives for food service jobs in 
’ smaller counties.

Hopes of winning by the sec­ 
ond method appear increasingly 
forlorn. The Saigon governm ent 
appears less capable of holding 
its own than it was IO years ago 
when South Viet Nam became 
independent of France as the 
indirect result of a smashing 
Communist victory at Dien Bien 
Phil. 
The third alternative, there­ 
for, which could lead either to 
a new Korea or a third 
world 
war, has come under new scru­ 
tiny. 
Among the supporters of di­ 
rect attack on North Viet Nam 
is Dr. Bernard Fall, a noted 
French

that while the United States is

Amateur Athletic Union feels 
the United States shouldn’t fol­ 
low its old habit of letting down 
in international competition aft­ 
er the Olympic Games but 
should work even harder, an 
AAU spokesman says.

It will be a tune-up 
for the dual meet between the 
United States and Russia in 
Moscow later that month. 
Meanwhile, the squabble over 
control of open amateur athlet 
ics in the United States between 
the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association and the AAU was at 
a standstill today. 
Each side agreed to meet 
Dec. 16 in Chicago, but only on 
its terms.
